In  accordance  with  the  Provision  of  Section  350r>  of  the  I'olitical  Code 
the  State  Board  of  Land  Commissioners  herewith  submits  its  Seventh  An- 
nual Report. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  tiscal  year  1897,  the  State  Land  Deitartment 
was  greatly  hampered  in  the  leasing  of  lands  by  the  excessive  appraise- 
ments of  the  past,  whicli,  by  reason  of  the  minimum  rate  of  5  per  cent,  of 
the  appraised  value  required  by  law  to  be  charged  for  leasing,  placed  it  be- 
yond the  reach  of  the  farmer  and  stockman,  and  deprived  the  State  of  much 
rental  that  might  otherwise  be  secured.  This  appraisement  the  Board  had 
no  authority  to  change,  except  to  make  a  reduction  of  10  per  cent,  per  an- 
num, which,  considering  the  exorbitant  appraisement  afforded  but  little 
relief. 

By  enactment  of  the  Hfth  Legislative  Assembly  the  Board  was  autlior- 
ized  to  have  re-appraised  all  lands  v^hich  it  believed  to  be  appraised  too 
high,  and  was  also  empowered  to  appoint  three  assistant  Land  Agents  to 
assist  in  the  work  of  appraising  and  selecting  lands.  To  further  facilitate 
this  work,  tracings  were  secured  of  all  the  township  plats  (about  1,000  in 
number)  which  were  not  on  file  in  the  State  Land  Office. 

As  early  as  the  weather  would  permit,  the  three  assistants  were  placed 
in  the  field,  and  during  the  year  the  counties  of  Gallatin,  Beaverhead,  Flat- 
head, Sweet  Grass,  Park,  Carbon,  Yellowstone,  Dawson,  Fergus  and  part 
of  Missoula  have  been  appraised.  The  re-appraisement  bringing  about  a 
reduction  of  the  rentals  to  be  charged,  has  resulted  in  the  leasing  of  much 
land  heretofore  returning  no  revenue  to  the  State. 

While  engaged  in  the  work  of  appraisement,  the  Land  Agent  and  his 
assistants  have  reported  to  the  Board  all  tracts  of  available  land  which 
they  believed  desirable  for  the  several  grants.  In  this  way  42,285.04  acres 
have  been  selected  during  the  year.  The  selictions  made  are  mostly  such 
lands  as  are  valuable  for  their  timber,  for  agricultural  purposes,  or  first  class 
grazing  lands  having  a  permanent  supply  of  water. 

Numerous  petitions  have  been  received  asking  for  the  selection  of  large 
tracts  of  grazing  lands,  but  the  Board  feels  convinced  tiiat  only  such  graz- 
ing lands  should  be  selected  as  contain  stock  water  or  are  situated  near  a 
large  stream  that  will  afford  the  means  of  irrigation  in  the  future. 

Rather  than  select  inferior  grazing  lands,  the  Board  has  endeavored  to 
secure  lands  in  the  western  part  of  the  State  having  a  valuable  growtli  of 
saw  timber.  During  the  year,  r).440  acres  of  heavily  timbered  lands  in  Flat- 
head county  liave  been  filed  upon;  10,600  acres  have  been  selected  in  Mis- 
soula county,  being  heavily  timbered,  that  are  now  awaiting  the  api)roval 
of  the  Surveyors  jjlats  by  the  General  Government.  Application  has  also 
been  made  by  the  Board  for  the  survey  of  five  townships  of  limbered  lands 
in  the  western  part  of  Missoula  count y.

best  bid,  was  accepted.  Tlie  Bonds  were  issued  under  date  of  July  1st,  18MT. 
due  Thirty  years  after  date  and  payable  in  Twenty  years,  witli  interest  at 
six  per  cent  per  annum.

The  incoming  .vear  v?ill  v^itness  the  complete  appraisement  of  all  the 
State  lands,  with  a  material  increase  of  selections  to  the  credit  of  the  several 
Grants  yet  remaining  unsatisfied.  In  addition  to  the  204,131.74  acres  to  be 
selected  for  the  several  grants,  there  are  43,155.34  acres  of  indemnity  School 
lands  to  be  selected  in  lieu  of  School  lands  lost  to  the  State  by  reason  of  the 
prior  rights  established  by  settlers,  making  a  total  of  247,287.08  acres  yet  to 
be  selected. 

The  board  acknowledges  itself  indebted  for  much  of  the  tabulated 
information  appearing  in  this  report  to  the  very  full  and  comprehensive 
reports  made  by  the  State  Land  Register  and  State  Land  Agent  pursuant 
to  tlie  requirements  of  law.
